That Henry David 
Thoreau was 


born July 12, just !)!» years ago to- 
day? 
He was one of the youngest 


of the famous Concord group of writ- 
ers and tho only one who could claim 
Concord as his birthplace. He grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1837 and al- 
most immediately entered upon the 
pursuit of his object to discover how 
to live a rich, full life with a broad 
margin of leisure. Intimate com- 
panionship with nature brought this 


secret to him. 
He had no tolerance 


for the shoddy or for compromises. 
Exact workmanship was part of his 
religion. He writes in "Walden": 
"Drive a nail home and clinch it so 
faithfully that you can wake up in 
the night and think of your work 
with satisfaction." 
He regarded life 


as an earnest quest and said that no 
one can "kill time without injuring 
eternity." His best known books are 
"Walden," "The Maine 
Woods," 


"Cape Cod," "The Week," and "A 
Vankec in Canada." Thoreau never 
married and died at the age of 45.

An important decision 
has 
just 


be«n handed down by Judges Shields, 
Powell and Houck of the Court of 
Appeals of the Fifth Appellate Dis- 
trict of Ohio, sitting in Tuscarawas 
county, in the caw of 
I'pstire 
D. 


Miller, a state deputy supervisor of 
elections, vs. Robert H. -Nusadorfer, 
county auditor, the action being one 
in mandamus to compel the county 
auditor to issue a warrant to the re- 
laior for $HS for services as deputy 
state supervisor of elections, render- 
ed at the April primary elections. 


The decision is of state wide Im- 


portance and affects almost 
every 


deputy state supervisor of elections 
in Ohio, and it is an absolute rever- 
sal of an opinion recently rendered 
by Attorney General Turner. 


The opinion of the court was writ- 


ten by Judge Houck, and in con- 
struing section 4!ryo of the General 
Code of Ohio the court holds that 
deputy state supervisors of elections 
are to receive as compensation two 
dollars for each election precinct in 
the county for their services in con- 
ducting primary elections, the same 
to be paid for each and every prima- 
ry election required or authorized by 
law to be held in such county. 
The 


opinion further says if the provisions 
of G. C. 4990 as it now stands arc 
unwise, unpopular, or do not meet 
the requirements of the people, the 
remedy is with the people and legis- 
lature and not with the courts. 


The court ordered a 
peremptory 


writ of mandamus to issue against 
ti:e county auditor requiring him to 
issue the warrant on the county trea- 
surer as prayed for in the petition 
of relator.
